Radiation  Hazard  Dims  Hopes 
For  Manned  Flights  to  Space

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  5 — Balloonist  Malcolm  D.  Ross 
said  today  that  a newly  discovered  radiation  hazard  makes 
manned  flight  in  solar  space  “appear  quite  unrealistic”  for 
the  time  being. 

CMDR.  ROSS,  whose  many  balloon  flights  for  the  office 
of  naval  research  have  made  scientific  history  and  won 
him  world  acclaim,  referred  to  unpredictable  outbursts  on 
the  sun  which  fil  solar  space  with  swarms  of  highly  pene- 
trating particles. 

This  new  hazard  is  in  -addition  to  that  of  the  so-called 
Van  Allen  belts,  zones  of  energetic  particles  discovered  in 
the  earth’s  magnetic  field  by  the  explorer  satellites  and 
pioneer  moon  probes.. 

THE  NEW  RADIATION,  Ross  said,  make  the  dangers 
of  the  Van  Allen  belts  “seem  pale  by  comparison.” 

Measurements  made  by  University  of  Minnesota  sci- 
entists indicate  that  when  a giant  solar  flare  occurs,  a 
space  traveler  in  the  sun’s  system  might  receive  a radia- 
tion dose  of  1,000  roentgens  in  an  hour. 

ACCORDING  TO  present  theory.  Ross  pointed  out, 
just  30  minutes  of  exposure  to  this  new  hazard  in  space 
would  prov'e  fatal  to  half  of  a spaceship's  occupants. 


Elder  Hinckley

“Make  marriage  in  the  Lord’s 
house  the  cornerstone  under  the 
home  of  your  life,”  urged  Elder 
Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  assistant  to 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  in 
the  devotional  assembly  Wednes- 
day. 

Elder  Hinckley  said,  “We  are 
the  children  of  our  Father  of 
Heaven,  placed  upon  this  earth 
for  a specific  purpose.” 

HE  SAID  the  nation  w^  live 
#n  can  be  no  stronger  than  the 
homes  of  the  people  in  the  na- 
tion. The  strength  of  the  Church, 
likewise,  can  be  no  sronger  than 
the  inner  strength  of  its  mem- 
bers and  the  sti'ength  of  their 
homes. 

Elder  Hinckley  said  that  in 
order  to  insure  strength  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saint  homes,  they  should 
be  governed  by  a “faithfulness 
stronger  than  the  cords  of 
death.” 

He  urged  young  LDS  “to  live 
with  a purpose,”  but  to  realize 
also  the  fact  that  it  is  a far  step 
from  initial  ideals  to  final  ac- 
complishments. 

ELDER  HINCKLEY  said  “Et- 
ernal marrin^o  cannot  be  broken 
by  death,  only  by  sin  and  lust.” 
In  quoting  Stephen  L Richards, 
Elder  Hinckley  said  that  “the 
answer  to  all  problems  is  not 
divorce,  but  repentaned.”

In  this  competitive  world  of  dog  eat  dog,  cat,  mouse, 
canary  and  anything  else  that  gets  in  the  way,  the  question 
arises,  “What  is  good  politics  and  what  is  dirty  pool? 

DON’T  POINT 

Before  the  heads  start  to  nod  and  the  fingers  start 
to  point,  we  should  state  that  this  is  not  a witch  hunt,  nor 
a barb  aimed  at  specific  individuals.  It  is  simply  a-  search 
for  some  set  of  values,  some  frame  of  reference  through 
which  we  can  judge  our  actions. 

In  the  first  place,  a good  candidate  should  be  an  ag- 
gressive candidate.  No  one  would  want  to  elect  a Casper 
Milktoast  who  wouldn’t  get  out  and  campaign.  On  the 
other  hand,  where  do  you  draw  the  line  between  good 
clean,  aggressive  campaigning  and  taking  unfair  advan- 
tage? 

WHERE  TO  DRAW  LINE? 

We  think  the  line  should  be  drawn  at  this:  Is  the 
specific  device  which  the  candidate  proposes  to  use  avail- 
able to  all  the  other  candidates — granted  that  they  have 
the  same  initiative,  drive  and  originality. 

If  not,  then  the  candidate  should  withdraw  such  a 
device  from  his  list  of  prospective  campaign  procedures. 
We  think  using  one’s  influence  by  a friend  to  get  one’s 
picture  in  the  paper  should  be  classed  in 'the  latter  cate- 
gory. 

' WALK  THE  CHALK  LINE 

It  is  a difficult  thing  to  walk  a chalk  line  between  the 
completely  honest  and  above-board,  and  the  slightly  un- 
ethical. In  our  society  the  greatest  rewards  seem  to  be 
given  for  the  most  cleyer  devices,  not  the  most  honest 
ones. 

Who  is  the  most  valuable  quarterback  on  a football 
team?  The  man  who  can  fake  a pass,  hide  the  ball  and 
keep  away  from  tacklers  while  his  receivers  get  in  position. 

Who  is  the  best  basketball  player?  Many  times  it  is 
the  man  with  the  best  fake,  whether  it’s  shooting  or 
dribbling. 

SPORTS  OR  REAL  LIFE 

In  competitive  sports  these  things  are  legal  and  above 
board.  Your  opponent  knows  you^are  going  to  try  and 
fake  him  out.  He  is  aware  of  the  v^ious  ways  you  might 
do  it.  It  is  his  job  to  be  prepared  so  that  you  don’t  fake' 
him  out.  Better  yet,  he  should  try  to  fake  you  out. 

• If  we  carry  the  same  set  of  values  over  into  everyday 
life,  however,  we/un  into  difficulty.  Not  everyone  expects 
to  be  faked  out.  Not  everyone  is  capable  of  living  in  an 
atmosphere  of  intrigue  and  deceit. 

DANGEROUS  GRAY 

In  a given  situation,  it  would  be  difficult  usually  to 
say  “this  is  right,  this  is  wrong.”  There  are  many  shades  of 
rightness  and  wrongness.  Things  are  never  all  black  nor 
all  white.  It  is  in  the  nebulous  shades  of  gray  that  many 
persons,  in  politics,  business,  school  work  become  mired. 

But  for  persons  aspiring  io  an  office  or  seeking  to 
fulfill  any  end  on  the  Brigham  Young  University  campus, 
the  problem  should  not  be  so  great  as  for  others.  The 
standards  of  honesty,  uprightness  and  integrity  of  this 
institution  have  been  clearly  defined  and  widely  publicized.

In  Health  Plan

will  soon  be  facing — whether  or  not  to 
renew  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  benefits.

“I  had  it  last  quarter  but  I 
did  not  use  it  so  I dropped  it," 
is  the  comment  heard  most  often 
from  the  students  who  dropped 
the  ' Student  Blue  Cross-Blue 
Shield  and  then  required  hospit- 
al or  medical  services. 

If,  of  course,  one  could  foresee 
contingencies  such  as  illness  and 
disease  one  could  be  very  op- 
portunistic in  selection  of  a pro- 
gram to  provide  protection  in 
these  matters.  Unfortunately  we 
are  not  clairvoyant. 

. IT  IS  A rather  safe  assump- 
tion, that  if  it  were  possible  to 
sell  a divine  guarantee  that  per- 
sons would  never  have  any  ill- 
ness or  disease,  everyone  would 
be  willing  to  pay  high  rates  for 
such  protection. 

Because  no  one  cail  have  such 
an  guarantee  the  next  best  ap- 
proach to  the  problem  of  illness 
and  disease  is  to  participate  in  a 
program  which  is  sponsored  by 
the  hospitals  and  doctors.  These 
people  bet  know  what  care  is 
required  forthe  various  illnesses 
which  may  befall  a student. 

THE  STUDENT  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield  plan  this  year  re- 
quires that  students  must  carry 
the  program  each  quarter  to  be 
eligible  for  the  next.  Jf  they 
have  availed  themselves  of  this 
protection  this  quarter  and  have 
not  needed  to  use  it,  congratula- 
tions. 

The  $4.00  invested  in  the  pro- 
gram would  at  anytime  have 
provided  an  unlimited  amount 
of  necessary  hospital  and  medi- 
cal care.  Should  students  do  the 
same  the  next  two  quarters  they 
would  have  spent  $12.00. 

THE  COST  FOR  just  board 
and  room  and  general  nursing 
care  at  the  Utah  Valley  Hospital 
is  currently  $14.00  per  day.  This 
includes  none  of  the  extras,  nor 
the  services  of  a physician. 

Winter  quarter  has  always 
been  the  most  hazardous  quarter 
in  so  far  as  the  health  of  the 
students  is  concerned.  If  students 
have  any  questions  regarding 
the  value  of  the  investment  they 
are  making  they  should  obtain 
a copj”^  of  the  student  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield  folder  and  send  it 
to  their  parents  for  considera- 
tion. Copies  of  the  folder  are 
available  at  the  McDonald  Stu- 
dent Health  Center.

For  there  on  the  small  Smith 
stage  was  an  immense,  seventy- 
foot  playing  area  filled  with'  two 
rotatable  masses  of  steps,  plat- 
forms, and  arches  bathed  in  rest- 
ful lavender  light. 

The  designer,  Charles  Henson, 
noted  in  the  past  for  his  appro- 
priateness and  artistic  economy 
of  design,  presented  a monstrous 
yet  magnificent  set  which  was 
the  play’s  one  major  fault. 

The  performance  which  was 
“continuous,  without  scene 
breaks,”  was  constantly  (over 
fifteen  times)  interrupted  by 
long  blackouts  which  seemed 
longer  than  some  of  the  scenes. 

The  major  reason  for  the 
show’s  slow  pace  was  the  time- 
stealing turntables. 

Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen’s'“Romeo 
and  Juliet,”  a play  of  star-cross- 
ed, stage-crossed  lovers,  was  at 
times  breath-taking.  The  sword 
work  was  well  timed;  the  table- 
aux were  inspiring.  But  as  the 
play  progressed,  these  moments 
seemed  few.

Dr.  H.  Tracy  Hall 
Reports  Progress 
Of  Research  Study 

Under  tremendous  pressures 
now  possible  in  the  laboratory, 
matter  is  exhibiting  new  proper- 
ties, it  will  be  reported  by  Dr. 
H.  Tracy  Hall  in  the  November 
issue  of  Scientific  American 
Magazine. 

Dr.  Hall  is  Brigham  Young 
University  director  of  research. 
He  came  to  BYU  from  the  Gen- 
eral Electric  research  labora- 
tory, where  he  produced  the 
world’s  first  synthetic  diamonds. 

The  synthesis  took  place  in  an 
apparatus  he  designed  to  sustain 
pressures  exceeding  100.000  at- 
mospheres simultaneously  with 
temperatures  above  3.000  de- 
grees centigrade.  Dr.  Hall  is  con- 
tinuing similar  experimentation 
at  BYU. 

In  his  article,  Dr.  Hall  ob- 
serves that  man.  now  standing 
on  the  threshold  of  space,  also  is 
beginning  to  approach  the  pres- 
sures inside  the  earth  and  inside 
stars.

NEW  YORK,  Nov.  4— (UPI)— 
Someday  it  may  be  said  that  an 
army  travels  on  a stomach  filled 
with  gourmet  food. 

If  so,  servicemen  can  thank 
James  W.  Weir,  Chief  of  the 
Food  Operations  Branch  of  the 
Army  and  Air  Force  Exchange 
Service  Headquarters. 

Weir  is  making  a strong  pitch 
for  adding  glamor  to  PX  menus 
during  the  first  world-wide  food 
services  conference.  Fifty-two 
post  exchange  executives  are 
meeting  here  this  week  as  part 
of  a program  marking  the  PX 
system’s  65th  anniversary. 

By  glamor,  Weir  means  dress- 
ing up  plates,  giving  a profess- 
ional touch  to  salads,  arranging 
items  on  steam  tables  in  more 
attractive  fashion,  and  using  bet- 
ter color  combinations  of  foods 
"not  just  mashed  potatoes,  corn 
and  apple  sauce.” 

Weir  also  believes  gourmet 
touches  can  be  added  without 
adding  to  the  price  of  food. 

‘Tfs  most  interesting  and  chal- 
lenging to  bring  into  mass  feed- 
ing the  finesse  and  niceties  I 
learned  in  Europe,”  Weir  said 
in  an  interview.  “Few  people 
realize  it,  but  you  can  duplicate 
with  ^ozen  and  prepared  foods 
dishes  that  took  hours  to  make 
in  Europe.” 

After  a stint  managing  a 
mountain  — resort  in  California, 
Weir  went  to  the  Swiss  Hotel 
School  in  Lausanne,  Switzer- 
land, where  he  was  graduated 
with  honors.  During  a summer 
vacation  there,  he  wprked  as  an 
apprentice  in  a restaurant  for  10 
cents  an  hour.

Cookies  that  are  stood  on  edge  to  be  packed  are  not  as 
likely  to  break  as  ones  packed  flat.  Pop  corn  or  puffed  rice 
packed  with  cqpkies  will  help  prevent  breakage  and  makes  an 
extra  snack.

Dean  Bradford 
Discusses  Honor

Many  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity students  harbor  the  “I  never 
rat  on  my  friends"  attitude.  Dean 
Reed  Bradford,  chairman  of  the 
University  Standards  committee, 
said  that  this  was  the  biggest 
failing  of  the  school’s  Honor 
System. 

Dean  Bradford  recently  spoke 
before  the  BYU  Honor  Council. 

“ALL  CHRISTIANS  are  born 
into  a society  in  which  they  es- 
tablish conflicting  loyalties,” 
Dean  Bradford  said,  “one  to  the 
society  in  which  they  live,  and 
one  to  the  Christian  principles 
they  profess.
